Yuri Gagarin Dies in Crash 


MOSCOW (AP) — Handsome 


Soviet cosmonaut Yuri A. Gaga- 
rin, who flew the world's first 
manned space mission in April 
1961, died in a training-flight 
crash Wednesday. 


The crash also killed Col. 


Vladimir 
S. Seryogin, com- 


mander of an-air unit and a 
member of the space backup 
team. The ashes of both Gaga- 
rin and Seryogin will be placed 
in the most honored spot in 
the Soviet Union, the Kremlin 
Wall facing Red Square. 


The news that the 34-year-old 


Soviet hero was dead plainly 
saddened many Russians. One 
radio announcer repeated the 
official report several times 
with deep emotion. The an- 
nouncements were interspersed 
with slow funeral music from 


Tchaikovsky and Scriabin., 


No details were given about 


the crash. 


The Soviet news agency Tass 


said Gagarin perished "as a re-

suit of a disaster during a train- 
ing flight in an aircraft." 


Victor Louis, correspondent in 


Moscow for the London Evening 
News, reported that friends of 
Gagarin nad told him the cos- 


monaut perished in the crash of 
a MIG15 jet plane, a .Korean 
War veteran, which had been 
converted to take two pilots. 
The crashed occurred near the 
town of Vladimir, 25 to 30 miles 
east of Moscow, he added. 


Gagarin's death was the sec- 


ond-tragedy known to have hit 
the Soviet space program within 
a year. Last April 24 Col. Vladi- 
mir M. Komarov was killed 
when

spacecraft 


crashed to earth. 


Six U.S. astronauts have died 


in the line of duty. 


Gagarin opened the book on 


manned space flight on April 12, 
1961, when he shot skyward in 
his Vostok space capsule and or- 
bited the earth once. The trip 
lasted 108 minutes and Gagarin 
landed apart from the capsule 


Letters From Pueblo Crew 
Fail to Convince Families 


NEW YORK (AP) — Wearing 


what his wife calls his "go to 
hell grin," Fireman Michael 
O'Bannon posed next to a ping 
pong table somewhere in North 
Korea with seven fellow cap- 
tured crewmen of the U.S.S. 
Pueblo. 


The picture and a letter from 


the Navy man arrived recently 
at the O'Bannon home in Beav- 
erton, Ore.,—one of a number of 
such letters coming to crew- 
men's families and high offi- 
cials in the United States. 


Mrs. O'Bannon thinks the let- 


ter is phony. And many other 
relatives of the Americans who 
were captured two months ago 
say that the letters they have 
received simply do not ring 
true. 


Mrs. O'Bannon said the grin 


on her husband's face was the 
one he "always wore when I 
wanted him to do something he 
didn't want to do." She said she 
is pretty sure that the man is 


her husband and that he's wear- 
ing his "go to hell grin." 


'Mom and Pop' 


She said the letter was written 


in an unnatural style. He refers 
to her as "My dearest Kay," 
which she says he never would 
have written, and to his parents 
as "the family" instead of the 
usual "Mom and Pop." 


The letters to relatives, to 


President Johnson, and to sena- 
tors are. seen by the State 
Department as part o fa propa- 
ganda effort by the North Ko- 
rean Communists. Many of the 
letters call on the United States 
to apologize to North Korea for 
the activities of the electronic 
surveillance ship. 


Mrs. Gerald Nolte of Washing- 


ton, Iowa, said the letter from 
her son, Clifford, reads "like he 
had been forced to copy it from 
a blackboard." 


Didn't Finish Letter 


The handwriting on the letter 


she got is definitely that of her 


son, says Mrs. Everett Arnold 
of Santa Rosa, Calif. But she 
said the letter from Richard 
reads as though he would start 
a sentence—and someone else 
would finish it. 


Mrs. Ben Ellis of Culver City, 


Calif., received two identical 
letters from her son, Steven 
Paul Ellis. She said the hand- 
writing is her son's and the let- 
ters contained personal things 
that only he would know about. 


But she said she felt the let- 


ters had probably been dictated 
because of the formality and the 
overemphasis on everything— 
such as "my wonderful father 
and mother" and "my wonder- 
iful home."

King's Memphis March 
Erupts in Negro Looting 


MEMPHIS, Tenn. (AP) - A 


march led by Martin Luther 
King ended abruptly today after 
hundreds of Negro demonstra- 
tors got out of hand and began 
looting stores and breaking win- 
dows on downtown streets. 


Police opened fire with tear 


gas in an effort to disperse the 
crowd. One policeman was se- 
verely beaten by Negro youths 
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when he tried to stop them 
while they were looting a store. 


King left the march immedi- 


ately after the violence broke 
out and headed back to the 
church where the demonstration 
had started. 


Negro civil rights leaders, us- 


ing bullhorns, shouted to the 
massed thousands that "The 
march is over, the march is 
over." 


However, the looting and win- 


dow smashing continued as the 
demonstrators 
began 
leaving 


the downtown area. 


King joined the march after a 


flight from New York. 


The march and general work 


stoppage by the city's Negro 
population were called by King 
in support of a 7-week-old strike.

After World War H Yuri won 


admission to an industrial, jun- 
ior college at Saratov on the 
Volga River and learned to fly 
while attending school. He then 
went to the Soviet air force 
academy at 
Orenburg, 
anc 


graduated with top honors in 
1957—the year of the first Sput- 
nik. 


The young pilot married a 


quiet, pretty medical techni- 
cian, Valentina, who is now 33 
years old. She survives along 
with their two daughters, Yele- 
na, 9, and Galya, 7. 


Gagarin's fame as a pioneer 


of the space age changed his life 
in many ways, and yet he re- 
mained a hard-working cosmo- 
naut. He was the control officer 
on subsequent manned space 
flights and played important 
roles in the space program. 


Member of Parliament 


He became a member of the 


Supreme Soviet, or Parliament 
and a delegate to importan 
meetings of the Soviet Commu- 
nist Party, which he had joined 
in 1960.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 


Gen. Creighton W. Abrams has 
departed Washington for Viet- 
nam, leaving behind virtually 
no clues as to future U.S. 
troop plans — or to his own 
military future. 


"I look for more fighting," 


was the clipped response of 
the deputy U.S. commander in 
Vietnam when asked to fore- 
cast the future course of the 
war. 


And he dismissed as tersely 


the speculation that he's in 
line to succeed Gen. William 
C. Westmoreland when the 
U.S. commander steps down 
to become Army chief of staff 
by July 2. 


'Speaks for Itself' 


"The White House speaks 


for itself," said the 53-year-old 
Army general in referring 
newsmen to a White House 
refusal to comment on West- 
moreland's successor. 


His comments came in a 


planeside interview shortly be- 
fore he flew out of Andrews 
Air Force Base for Vietnam. 
Like his two days of secrecy- 
cloaked talks with President 
Johnson and other U.S. offi- 
cials in Washington, details of 
his return trip weren't dis- 
closed. 
—"The White House has said 
these talks did not involve 
Abrams' future and maintains 
no decision is imminent on 
war zone manpower changes.

Associated Press, the man in

Fulbright Proposal

Roche said U.S. use of tacti- 
cal nuclear weapons in Viet- 
nam "is inconceivable under 
the present administration." 


The statement by the White

Bank. 


Would Lose Throne 


If King Hussein

Israel demands and employed 
his regular army to cut down 
the F e d a y e n terrorists, he 
would surely lose his throne. 
That may'happen anyway, but 
it would be certain to happen 
instantly if he used his army as 
Israeli Premier Levi Eshkol is 
now insisting — as a defense 
force for Israel.

battlefield the day after the 
Israeli reprisal here. There was 
open hostility between King 
Hussein's regular army and the 
tough, hardened, and embittered 
commandos whose base area 
had been savagely levelled by 
Israeli bombers. 


Reporters who drove down to 


the El Karameh refugee camp 
to examine the battlefield were 
treated as unfriendly partisans 
by the Fedayen. Granted thai 
these tough commandos had 
just ended a bloody battle; they 
nevertheless 
made the skin 


prickle. 


Despite the Israeli claim that 


the Thursday action was merely 
retaliatory and preventive, no 
one here is counting on that. 
High officials in the govern- 
ment, in fact, are fully prepared 
for a possible future assault by 
[srael in the Yarmouk River 
valley area, the northernmost 
part of Jordan, perhaps the 
m o s t important agricultural 
area left in King Hussein's 
runcated kingdom. 


Moreover, there is suspicion 


that Israel might actually seize 
and hold 'the entire Yarmouk 
alley and cut off the most vital 
water resource in all the East 
Jank. 
That Jordanian officials even 


contemplate such a disaster is a

45 currencies surveyed by the 
First National City Bank of New 
York, to show the comparative 
shrinkage in their value during 
the most recent 10-year span, 
me French franc comes out 
way down in 31st place. 


The annual rate of depreci- 


ation in the franc from 1956 to 
1967 was 4.7 per cent. No other 
major currency had a depreci- 
ation as severe as that of the 
French franc. 


In contrast, the First National 


City Bank survey shows the 
dollar in fourth place with an 
annual rate of depreciation over 
the 10 years of 1.8 per cent. The 
U.S. is behind only Guatemala, 
Venezuela and H o n d u r a s 
s c a r c e l y financial-industrial 
powers in the same category as 
the U.S.

THE DEVALUATION H I S- 


TORY: The 20th century record 
of the franc has been hideous. 
Since 1910, the currency has lost 
99 per cent of its value in terms 
of the U.S. dollar, mind you, 99 
per cent! 


In 1910, the franc was worth 


20 U.S. cents; in 1920, it was 
down to 9 cents; in 1930, to 
cents; in 1940, to 2 cents; in 
1950, .to 3/10 of a U.S. cent; and 
by 1960, it had shriveled to 2/10 
of a cent.

sions, representing over half the 
budget and workload of the 
State Department of Health and 
Social Services, will be merged 
in a major departmental organ- 
ization realignment, it was 
agreed Wednesday.

by the State Board of Health 
and Social Services and sent on 
to Gov. Warren P. Knowles for 
final approval. 


If okayed, the mergsr will 


become effective April 10, and 
the state divisions of children 
and youth and of public assist- 
ance will be joined to create the 
State Division of Family Serv- 
ices. 


The action came over some 


board members objections that 
a new name with a specific 
reference to the child services 
aspect of the work of the 
division should be adopted. 


442 Staffers 


The two divisions have 442 


staff personnel and handle more 
than $250 million biennially, 
according to Secretary Wilbur 
Schmidt, who recommended the 
change. 


Schmidt said that he made 


the recommendation after pro- 
longed study within the depart- 
ment. 


Aims of the revamping, he 


told the board, are to coordinate 
better the resources and per- 
sonnel available to those served 
by the department. He said that 
more than half the persons 
reached by the direct and 
Indirect services of the depart- 
ment are affected by the ac- 
tions of the two service divi- 
sions. 


The merger will simplify 


many county-department rela- 
tionships, he said, and provide a 
unified approach for handling 


family service problems from 
the state to the local level. 


The merger also will meet 


federal aid specifications recent- 
ly adopted, Schmidt said. The 
new federal act changes have 
not caused the move to merge 
the two divisions, he reported. 
The department 
decided to 


make the move before federal 
action was taken. 


Shift Inmates 


The board also confirmed a 


proposal to shift correctional 
division inmates to decrease the 
use of overage buildings and to 
cut back on staffing. 


In dealing with male inmates, 


no staff personnel will lose jobs, 
Sanger Powers, corrections di- 
vision head, reported, because 
vacancies already exist which 
will not be filled under the plan.

some of his investment. He sold 
the dinners, at a discount, to his 
own employes. 


—Another 30,000 pounds of 


frozen turkey, purchased by the 
Department of Agriculture, had 
thawed by the time it reached 
its destination. The department 
promptly shipped it back to the 
sacker, who just as promptly 
refroze the meat and sold it 
again—half to the Defense De- 
jartment and half to the North 
Carolina prison system. 


An expert at the Agriculture 


Department said meat which is 
;hawed and then refrozen can 
ie dangerous, bacteria begins 
orming as soon as the meat 
haws and will survive refreez- 
ing, he said.

The United States, Great Britain and 


Brazil insisted that any Security Council 
resolution 
condemning 
Israel 
for the 


latest breach of the cease-fire in the Middle 
East should be accompanied by severe 
criticism of other acts of violence by both 
Arabs and Israelis. And that is the way the 
resolution passed the council, by unani- 
mous vote, incidentally. • 


The requirement is obviously a reason- 


able one. Jordan's King Hussein has 
insisted that it isn't up to him to guarantee 
Israeli borders or to control the terrorist 
Arab commandos who, he says, may be only 
resisting Israeli occupation of their home- 
lands. With such tacit encouragement, the 
Arab terrorists can be expected to continue 
their infiltration tactics. 


And yet it would appear that Israel over- 


reacted to the activities by its massive 
attack which was resisted not only by the 
commandos bu,t by the Jordanian army. In 
the long run peace will not come to the 
Middle East as it will not come in Vietnam 
through only the use of military force. 


There has been no doubt but that Israeli 


troops have been the better fighters. Israel 
backers of the retaliatory tactics insist that 
the 
country will be 
demoralized by 


continued infiltration and that Jordan must 
be forced to restrain the commandos even 
if it is not directly responsible for them. 


But as some Israelis and many Arabs 


point out, time may be on the side of the 
far more populous Arabs and their Russian 
help. With the United States tied up 
indefinitely in Southeast Asia, the Soviet 
Union might encourage a renewal of 
hostilities in the Middle East with confi- 
dence that the United States would not or 
could not intervene. 


With these possibilities, the Israelis 


would do well to avoid the extremes of 
military confrontation with the Arabs 
which may gain them some respect but far 
more hatred. There is, in fact, some 
similarity between the Israel reaction and 
that of the United States to whatever 
happened in the Gulf of Tonkin. Both are 
likely to dredge up more opposition rather 
than less with the need then of a greater 
military buildup. 


We have continually expressed sympa- 


thy for the Israelis since lasting peace in 
the area can come only through Arab 
acceptance of the existence of Israel and 
agreement on the borders. But too much 
belligerence on the part of Israel could 
make that settlement ever more remote. 
The more moderate Jordan government in 
particular should not be pushed into the 
hard line which the United Arab Republic 
has long adopted. 


Housing Authority Making Progress 


The Appleton Housing Authority de- 


serves a feather in its hat. 


Late last year it was given the assign- 


ment by the City Council to take steps to 
provide Appleton with low rental housing 
for the elderly. 


There were critics of the Mayor's 


appointments to the Housing Authority 
who expressed doubt that heart-and-soul 
effort would be put into laying the 
groundwork for a project here. 


However, the Housing Authority — 


with the assistance of municipal depart- 
ment heads and a citizens advisory group 
— has shown its eagerness and sincerity in 


providing adequate facilities for the elderly 
of the community. 


Another recent meeting here with a 


representative of the Department of Hous- 
ing and Urban Development (HUD) attests 
to the Authority's determination to get a 
project started sometime this summer once 
a federal grant is approved. 


However, many cities are ahead of 


Appleton in submitting fund applications 
and there could be legitimate delay. In the 
meantime the Housing Authority is deserv- 
ing of the praise and support of the 
community as it moves forward. 


Sf of e Tax Policy Next Year 


In the back offices of the state capitol 


and in the big state educational and other 
institutions, the 
finance 
officers 
are 


already beginning the computation of 
budget requests to the 1969 legislature, and 
it is one of the worst kept secrets in 
Wisconsin politics that their proposals for 
expenditures again will be substantially 
above those of the last budget period. In 
the city halls and courthouses, and in the 
towns and villages, there is a rising chorus 
of indignation about the trend in property 
taxes. A federation of some of the larger 
cities of the state has been formed with the 
explicit purpose of forcing 
the next 


legislature to provide local property tax 
relief. 


All of which suggests that it will be a 


miracle, i n d e e d , as our statehouse 
correspondent has observed, if the next 
governor, whoever he is, manages a 
stabilization of state taxation during his 
term as Gov. Knowles did during the term 
now drawing to a close. 


- But the issue is a tender one, and there 


is no assurance that the candidates for the 
legislature or for the governorship or other 
relevant offices will discuss it at their own 
volition, however obvious and compelling it 
is among the state policy questions of this 
political year. 


Yet if the next state administration is 


obliged to find more money, for state 
program purposes, or local government 
succor, or both, there are means by which 
the interested citizen may surmise what 
rnay be done. 


The prime state treasury revenue 


sources are the income tax, individual and 
corporate, and the sales tax, for general 


service purposes. There are many other 
taxes, but they are segregated for special 
uses and that policy is not likely to be 
changed. The dedication of the taxes on 
motor vehicle owners for highway service 
costs is the best known and most important 
example.

Income 


taxation in Wisconsin is already high, in 
fact and comparatively. The most recent 
statistics show an average state per capita 
income tax levy across the country on 
individuals of $38.39. In Wisconsin the per 
capita equivalent is $88.17. The average per 
capita corporate income tax by states in the 
country was $15.74 in the fiscal year of 
1966-67. In Wisconsin it was $24.55. The 
average per capita sales tax figure in the 
country was $47.60. In Wisconsin it was 
only about half of that, or $23.34. The 
lesson is plain, if Wisconsin intends to 
maintain its declared policy of recent years 
of avoiding too conspicuous a discrepancy 
in taxation policy among the states of the 
country.

What it comes down to is this: 
knowing what we know about 
Nixon, is it likely that he 
would, upon being elected, 
dramatically reverse himself 
concerning our commitment to 
Vietnam as bearing directly on 
the prospects for the'national 
security? The probabilities are 
very much against any such 
tergiversation. That's why so 
many of the people who dislike 
Nixon dislike him. They know 
that his anti-Communist reso- 
lution is as firm as just about 
anything in national politics. 
They don't like that. And they 
don't like Nixon, who affects 
them the way Adlai Stevenson 
used to affect some conserva- 
tives. 


Now 
how about Rocky? 


Even though he has ritualis- 
tically withdrawn he does re- 
main a contender for the 
presidency. There is a rough 
one for those critics who 
almost to a man continue to 
clamor for his nomination. 

Forget the domestic 
record for a moment, though 
of course the liberals take the 
same pleasure in viewing his 
domestic record that a narcis- 
sist would. On the matter of 


Vietnam, Mr. Rockefeller is 
saddled with a resonant state- 
ment given in 1964. "Winning 
the fight for freedom in Viet- 
nam," he said in Oregon 
during the primary campaign, 
"is essential to the survival of 
all of Asia. The Communist 
Viet Cong guerrillas must be 
defeated." Now Mr. Rockefel- 
ler is speaking vaguely about 
the need for an "accommoda- 
tion" (who's against that?). 
But get this important differ- 
ence: his vagueness comes off 
as statesmanship, in sharp 
contrast with Nixon's, which is 
taken as cynicism — and for a 
reason no more complex than 
that Rockefeller rubs liberals 
the right way, and Nixon 
doesn't.

place, i.e. that Southeast Asia 
is a place where rampaging 
Communism should be con- 
tained. 


Mr. Rockefeller did not dis- 


cuss Vietnam, but did discuss 
at great and earnest length his 
anti - Communist background, 
right back to his service as a 
young man as a trustee of a 
school undermined by Com- 
munists. It was left for me to 
infer that Mr. Rockefeller is 
incapable of any such incon- 
sistency as would cause him, 
now, to change direction. But 
— of crucial political impor- 
tance, as I say — Mr. Rocke- 
feller must suggest to the 
public that he would find a 
peaceful 
alternative to the 


struggle of the moment. And 
his peaceful alternative must 
be made to sound plausible 
and progressive, whilst Mr. 
Nixon's must be made to 
sound reckless and recidivist. 


One can't get too excited 


about these things, that being 
the way politics is. Surely the 
point is that our policy to- 
wards Vietnam has got to 
change. There was talk, a 
year or so ago, among anti- 
Communist conservatives, of a 
mass movement to support 
Johnson in the event the 
Republicans nominated a dove. 
Such talk is increasingly im- 
plausible, because it is in- 
creasingly difficult to defend 
Johnson's conduct of the war. 
General David M. Shoup of the 
Marines, who has opposed the 
war right along, makes a plain 
military statement of fact, 
that you can't win wars unless 
you resolve to destroy the 
armies of the enemy. We 
haven't even resolved to do 
that.

through one of the most bitter 
and enervating spring presi- 
dential primaries in the expe- 
rience of most of them. 


NO SPENDING NECESSARY 


Thus the Republicans can 


already be fairly sure that 
they will start their fall cam- 
paign sometime this summer 
with relatively little of their 
financial reserve spent, and 
their organization morale and 
energy virtually intact. The 
Democrats will be handicap- 
ped b y 
factional division, 


whatever their national con- 
vention does about a presiden- 
tial nomination. More impor- 
tant, they will have seen much 
of their potential campaign 
budget s p e n t without any 
benefit to their state vote- 
getting efforts in the autumn. 


Suppose, for example, that 


Sen. McCarthy gets a respec- 
table vote in Wisconsin next 
week, which appears entirely 
probable. Or suppose that he 
gets a majority of the Demo- 
cratic delegates of the state in 
his co n t e s t with Johnson, 
which is at least conceivable, 
on the basis of what has been 
happening lately. Suppose 
again that McCarthy at the 
convention concludes on an 


early ballot that he cannot win 
and releases his votes to 
Kennedy, a possibility he has 
already anticipated — curious- 
ly enough — in public state- 
ments of the last week, and 
that President Johnson after a 
bruising fight with the Kenne- 
dy loyalists nevertheless car- 
ries off the nomination of his 
party. 


That appears to a Wisconsin . 


observer, perhaps limited in 
his perspective, to be plausible 
speculation, on the basis of 
tentative delegate counts at 
this stage and the lessons of 
American party history. 


STATE EFFECTS LIKELY 


How could a man such as 


Sen. Gaylord Nelson, studious- 
ly neutral in the primary fight 
here, campaign effectively or 
gracefully with such a stand- 
ard-bearer after such a ruptur- 
ing p a r t y experience? Or 
Bronson LaFollette for gover- 
nor? Or the incumbent Wis- 
consin congressmen who have 
been critical of their own 
administration? Or even the 
lesser candidates, s e e k i n g 
places in the legislature, or in 
the courthouse? 


A settlement of the Vietnam 


war on honorable terms before 
the campaign begins would 
alter m a t t e r s considerably. 
But there is little evidence 
today to suggest that probabil- 
ity. 


If the war continues, and the 


bitter resistance of many per- 
sons and notably liberals and 
Democrats continues also, it 
will be extremely difficult for 
the state Democratic party 
organization to put either 
money or muscle into its fight 
against the Wisconsin Republi- 
cans, whatever success the 
President might have in those 
respects. 


PARTY IS UNITED* 


Republicans already have 


the advantage of statehouse 
incumbency. As it now ap- 
pears, there is a fair chance 
that they will have a united 
party front. Typically they are 
more successful in fund rais- 
ing, and they have been able 
tc husband their finances dur- 
ing the presidential primary 
period. They are likely to have 
as their presidential nominee a 
man who will promise to deal 
in Vietnam with a new deck, 
as the saying goes. 


All of which does not relate 


to the merits in any degree, of 
course. But these are the 
practical realities of politics, 
nevertheless, as many worried 
D e m o c r a t s and cautiously 
hopeful Republicans are now 
reflecting.
